for tin' Improvement of the 
PLANS 
of Honolulu have 
been 
prepared by Superintendent Iloyd 
of the Department of Public Works and 
contemplate the expenditure of $200,000. 
The loan 
bill can led for ths purpose 
4300,000. but as this failed, there, 'will bo 
tried a plan for the securing of an ad- 
vance of this sum by the business peo- 
ple who will be affected by lt,.t,he 
Ter-lltor- y 
to make repayment later. 
The plans, as worked 
out by Assist- 
ant 
Superintendent 
Campbell 
for his 
chief, contemplate provision of u mam- 
moth dock for Hnckfeld 
& Company, 
for the use of their new liners, which 
.ire too large for the ordinary docks, as 
well a sea wall 
dock whlch'would 
af- 
ford a landing place for the many 
ships. 
The methods of reach- 
ing the ends are broad and the 
har- 
bor with the proposed 
additions, would 
afford slips for the largest ships that 
evpr will ply the Pacific 
ocean, ut least 
within a generation. 
To 
give 
the 
room 
required for 
tho 
new 
type of vessels, 
the largest 
dock 
will 
be placed at the Bwa end of the 
harbor, parallel with tho new docks 
of 
the Railroad, and 160 feet distant 
from 
the mauka one. 
This main dock 
It Is 
proposed 
shall be 800 feet long and 
100 
feet In width. 
The plan Is to have tho 
Territory place a railroad line down the 
dock, 
which 
will 
connect 
with 
tho 
various lines which may desire 
to have 
freight 
connections with the wharves, 
thus 'giving through a trackage 
agree- 
ment another souice of revenue out of 
the docks. 
This dock would be reached 
by a temporary roadway from the end 
of rtlver street, 
about 
200 feet 
long, 
which would 
afford 
an excellent 
en- 
trance for the present, but which would 
give way In the future to a new street 
from the Iwllel road, through the rail- 
road's 
property, 
the territory 
owning 
the right of way at this time. 
The second 
feature of the plan 
con- 
templates 
the building of a sea wall 
dock for a distance 
of 
620 feet along 
the front of Queen street. 
This stretch 
ol dock 
would 
begin at 
tlie 
present 
Kmmca wharf, passing over the Naval 
leservatlon, 
1f permission 
Is obtained, 
which it Is expected would not be 
de- 
nied owing to the form of the Improve- 
ment, 
and 
continuing 
t.i the end 
of 
lllver street. 
This dock would be sixty 
feet 
In width with a house 
forty feet 
wide 
standing 
half on the dock 
and 
naif on tho land. 
The front of the sea 
wall would bo built up with rock, and 
the street front 
would 
be thoroughly 
pacd 
so as to make It available 
for 
the heaviest 
traffic. 
The plan of the dock, which 
It Is 
in- 
tended, shall 
be assigned 
to the 
two 


inter-Islan- 
d 
companies. Involves a house 
with openings 
to permit the passage of 
drajs, not only 
from 
end 
to end but 
with entrances 
all along 
the 
Queen 
street front, corresponding great doors 
piercing the makal front. 
This would 
permit the use o 
the shed as a ware- 
house and supply a want which 
Is felt 
by the shippers of the city all the time. 
Through the 
blip, 
which will lie 
be- 
tween the Hackfeld and Island docks, 
will run tho Xuuami stieam, which will 
enter at the upper end of the s'llp. 
This 
will 
confine the waters somen hut and 
make It much more probable that there 
will be some scouring out of the mud. 
This slip will be 160 feet wide and will 
permit the largest ships to lie side by 
side, 
and be moved 
In and out of It 
us they may be needed. 
The completion 
of these Improvements 
would 
give to 
the harbor 
all 
the 
room 
required for 
some time and as .well add the room 
where It would 
be of greatest 
service 
to the shippers and the shipping men 
an 
well. 
By 
moving 
the 
Inter-Islan- d 
ships that dock would go to the line of 
gasoline schooners. 
While these works are only 
possible 
If thero Is some chance of financing the 
project, there will be much 
work 
done 
along the waterfront immediately upon 
tho return of the olllUals 
of the works 
department 
from their 
Islund 
Investl 
gating tour. 
There is an appropriation 
for the caring for the wharves In gen- - 
vrnl and the money 
will 
be expended 
.is boon as possible. 
The most nece- 
ssary 
work 
Is that which will bu done 
on 
the 
Inter-Islan- d 
and 
Oceanic 
wharves. 
There 
Is need 
of some 
good 
work there as the plan Is to have both 
of these made absolutely safe at once.

City of Peking, were sent back 
to Japan on the Coptic yesterday, 
hav-ln- 
tr 
been refused admittance, under the 
Edmunds law. 
An appeal to the Fed 
eral court on writ of habeas corpus wns 
without avail, Judge Estee holding that 
he had no jurisdiction. 
The Immigration officer In refusing to 
allow the Japanese to land, alleged that 
they were guilty of bigamy, nnd under 
the law could not be admitted. 
It was 
Intimated that Yui KuJIro, 
who appeal- 
ed to the Federal court for relief, was 
In rcnllty attempting- 
to Import the wo- 
man Nao, also refused admittance 
Into 
Honolulu, as his slave, he having a law- 
ful 
wife 
In this city. 
He claimed 
to 
have been 
divorced 
In Japan 
from his 
Honolulu 
wife, 
but admitting 
the 
to be true there wns still the 
question of the validity 
of such a 
di- 
vot ce in the United States court. 
In the application 
for 
th 
writ 
of 
habeas corpus, Atkinson 
& Judd, 
the 
attorneys for the two Japanese, set out 
the same facts 
In each case. 
It was 
alleged:

adjudicated 
by the Hoard 
of Inqulij-- . 
Collector 
Stackable 
wns 
put 
on the 
stnnd nnd testified that he believed 
the

be true, that Kujlro 
had a wife living In Honolulu, 
nnd 
he 
did 
not 
believe 
uny further Investiga- 
tion 
than that 
mnde 
by the Immigra- 
tion oltlcers 
to be nece.ssarj'. 
Inspector 
Brown 
also testllled thnt the man was 
held ns a 
, 
nnd that the mat- 
ter had been thoroughly 
Investigated 
by a board ot Inquiry, nnd that substan 
tial evidence 
to the truth of the charge 
had 
been 
received. 
A question 
from 
Mr. Judd as to the leasons for the find- 
ing of the board was objected to by Mr. 
Dunne and the objection was sustained 
by the court, 
Mr. Dunne contended that 
the proceedings befoie the Immigration 
Inspector nnd collector were final, 
nnd 
could 
be attacked 
onlj 
by nn appeal 
to the Secretury 
of the Treasury 
nnd 
not on habeas corpus. 
Judge Estee sustained this view, and 
stated that he had on several previous 
occasions refused to accept Jurisdiction 
when similar facts had been presented. 
This view had been sustained 
by the 
Attorney- - General, the Secretary of the 
Treasury and the Supreme Court of the 
United States. 
"It Is unfortunate,"

was

The Jury was met by

superintendent, 
Dr. 
11. 
N. 
Malster, 
who 
Is also lcsldcnt 
physician, 
and nccompanled 
by Mr. 
Kll-b- y, 
the assistant superintendent, 
proceed- 
ed to Infpect 
tho buildings 
nnd grounds 
and 
methods 
of management 
ns far as 
the 
limited 
time at 
Its disposal 
would 
permit. 
Tho location of the asylum 
Is well 
chos- 
en, tho summer 
t 
being tempered 
by 
cool 
winds from 
the nearby 
mountains. 
The grounds 
nie well shaded 
and neatly 
kept, and the various 
buildings standing 
detached 
about 
tho lawn are also 
kept 
In orderly condition, nnd the general 
of the Institution 
Is to be com- 
mended. 
To tho rear and mauka 
of the men's 
wards, 
though 
In 
the 
asylum 
grounds, 
stands 
a 
large 
stone-crushi- 
plant, 
owned by tho Territory nnd operated 
by 
tho Department 
of Public 
Works. 
Tho 
rock to feed the crusher Is quarried 
from 
the 
adjacent 
hillside, 
being 
blasted 
In 
large 
masses 
from the main 
ledge, and 
reduced by subsequent 
blasting by giant 
powder 
to 
tho 
piopcr 
size 
for further 
reduction 
by the crusher. 
After passing 
through 
tho machine, 
It Is elevated 
and 
screened 
into assorted 
sizes and 
stori'd 
In bins, whence 
It Is hauled 
off as 
need- 
ed by tho Street 
Commissioner. 
The continuous 
rattle of the revolving 
screens 
Is distressing 
to many of the 
pa- 
tients, 
nnd 
tnc blasting of the 
rock 
is 
not only an additional 
cause of disturb- 
ance, 
but a source 
of Imminent 
danger 
to tho life and property 
within 
the 
asy- 
lum enclosure. 
Tho Jury 
was 
shown 
several 
places 
whero 
stones

'To minimize 
tho danger

warnings are 
given before each blast, and all are

The plant, 
though

while past by orders 
from tho Hoard ot 
Health, 
has 
started 
up again, 
and 
we 
would earnestly 
recommend 
that further 
blasting be prohibited,

asylum 
grounds 
nua their vicinity. 
Tho 
buildings 
of the 
asylum 
nie 
one 
story 
frame 
affairs, 
and consist 
of six 
wards 
for patients, 
an administration 
building, 
a cottago 
for the captains of the guard, 
another for the guards, one for the 
wom- 
en attendants 
or 
nurses, 
nnd 
a 
small 
dead 
houso or morgue. 
Tbe 
wurds 
or 
dormitories 
consist 
of

It seems to be kept as well as the pres-

The great need of thu Institution 
Is

for the boys. At present 
there 
Is nothing outside of the primary 
school, 
to supply 
this need, except a small 
car- 
penter 
shop. 
In 
order 
to 
maintain

of discipline over 
n num- 
ber 
of boys gathered

the streets, 
as most of these boys have 
been, they 
should be given employment. 
The grund 
Jury

SANDALWOOD AND IT3 USES 


Getting It Once a Dangerous Calling. 
Sources of Supply.

to sandalwood, an article which 
Is tompiratlvely 
little seen nowadays, 
except

ed treasures and relics of the days of 
our gtnndfnthciH 
and 
grandmother, 
and where 
ou muj find 
11 sandalwood 
box ilr fan or some such thing. 
Smdalwood, 
according 
to

dates as far back as the fifth 
ctntury btfore 
Christ, at 
least, 
and 
appeals 
to hnve been 
nlw.ajs one 
of 
the most pieclous of woods 
To gut It 
men have suffered hardships and 
risk-i- d 
death at the hands of nath"s until 
the staich for sandalwood 
w is consid- 
ered 
its dangerous a calling as 
whal- 
ing 
On Its account John Williams, a 
celebrated tnlsslonaty, and a compan- 
ion lost their lives in 
1839. 
They had 
gone 
to Dillon's Hay on the Island of 
Serromango, one of the New Hebrides, 
to ill nit a colony, and were thete tak- 
en by natives, who were angry nt the 
devastation 
of the Insulnr fotests 
by 
the whites and were killed. 
Th 
authorities 
pay that the wood 
!s 
a native of India, and that It was not 
discovered 
generally 
elsewhere 
until 
the middle 
of the eighteenth 
centurv. 
Then different varieties wete found In 
the Hawaiian Islands, New Caledonia, 
Tahiti,

recently,

In Zanzibar and Venez- 
uela.

ture,

snipped 
the forests 
At the beginning of the last century 
King Katneltamehii, 
of 
Hawaii, 
con-ceiv- id 
tlte plan of getting

profit 
out of the wood, and exacted a levenuo 
fiom nil that was cut and taken away. 
It Is said tint he lictlved an annual 
ineoiiii 
amounting 
to about 
$400,00 
as 
a tesult of this measure.

seems to be not only that In the futuie 
there will be close scrutiny of all bonds, 
to find the stntus of both principals nnd 
sureties, 
but that those

kua poits, It was not known that the 
Hnmnkua dlstiict, while rain was by 
far the most needed, 
had also got Its 
shaie. 
Captain 
Dower 
of the Kaiulanl 
re- 
ports that it mined all Monday 
night 
In Hamakua nnd Hllo districts. 
Tues- 
day it lained about 
three-iiarte- 
of 
a dny and duiing Tuesday night the 
downpour was Hteady. 
Wednesday tho 
Knlulanl left Paauhau 
where she had 
been taking on boaid a loud 
of sugar. 
It was mining when the' steamer left 
and there was every Indication that the 
rain would continue. 
The rain was not one of these torrent- 
like rainstorms, 
which often are noted 
on the windward side of tho big island, 
but It was a quiet steady 
downpour, 
which 
was even 
more 
welcome, 
as no 
damage was done. 
No llgures concern- 
ing the exact number of Inches that fell 
weie ascertained 
by the olllcers 
of the 
Kaiulanl, but they state that the Kilns 
were undoubtedly sulilclent to put nn 
end to the present plllkia. Precipitation
